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better designed to produce self-reliant 
individuals to cope with complex 
problems of industry, society, and the 
human spirit.” 

This is a useful and provocative 
volume—limited in but two major 
ways. The author tends to appraise 
and evaluate his examples without re- 
porting on them in sufficient detail 
to permit the newcomer to this area 
of interest to test them critically. He 
fails to provide an index—that most 
useful part of any survey report deal- 
ing, as this one does, with hundreds 
of case problems.

Two items on labor education 
(1, 1!) are useful additions to the 
growing list of publications in the 
field. Two studies from Connecticut 
(13, 16) are very interesting and be- 
long on your professional shelf. Other 
items will be of varying degrees of 
interest to different readers, and all 


of the items are relevant to our con- 
cerns as adult educators.
